REIGN OF GLORY 

53-12 (Mrs. J. A. Hayden X Nagao-zan) 12.50 
A rare beauty for the fancier who seeks the ultimate in charm 
and unique color pattern. To the best of our knowledge there is 
absolutely no other Japanese iris quite like this magnificent in- 
troduction. At first glance the color might be described as silvery 
blue but close inspection of the flower reveals a most intricate 
network of fine delicate stippling and reticulations of sky blue 
over a white ground. This color scheme intensifies towards the 
outer margins which are solid violet blue. Fully double 8 to 9 
inch flowers on well branched stems produced over a long period. 
The exquisite color, the graceful outline and the light ruffling 
of every flower combine to give us one of the most beautiful 
seedlings ever made available to lovers of iris Kaempferi. Height 
40 inches. Midseason. 


WORLD’S DELIGHT 

53-4 (Mata Hari X Karahashi) 10.00 
The first of a series of beautiful clear pink shades we plan to 
introduce just as fast as stocks permit. In the pink class World’s 
Delight represents a marked improvement over such varieties as 
Light-in-the-Opal, Norma, Pink Pearl and the like. The color is 
uniform light orchid pink without a trace of the blue zone char- 
acteristic to most of the older pinkish varieties. Even the styles 
are shaded pink and the yellow spears are of minimum siz2. Three 
to four double 7 inch flowers on 40 inch stems are produced from 
early to midseason. A high watermark in pink iris and certain 
to delight the most meticulous Connoisseur of Iris Kaempferi. 


BLUE ORCHID 

53-10 (Shin Ran X ?) 7.50 
A distinctive and enchanting selection that will stand out in any 
collection. The color is a bewitching shade of deep orchid and 
like Shin Ran the center of the flower is dominated by dzep vivid 
blue triangular areas. Selected for its depth of color we believe 
this introduction is darker than any other orchid variety. Wide 
segmented 8 inch flowers that come early and last throughout 
the season. Best planted in foreground as the height averages 
about 3 feet. 


MOUNTAIN GROTTO 

53-1 (Airship X Karahashi) 750 
Medium orchid blue blend near cattleya is the general color of 
this enchanting flower. White upright styles trimmed in lavender 
and bright yellow signals add vivacity. Graceful 8’’ blooms of 
semi-flaring form are produced on well branched 4 foot stems. 
The Japanese iris display our most exquisite shades of orchid 
some faintly flushed delicate pink or blue. This semi-double is 
outstanding in its color class and will appeal especially to the 
flower lover who avoids the strongest colors. Very early. 


BATTLE CRY 
53-3 (Aka-fukurin X Karahashi) 7.50 
The reddest Japaneses Iris we have seen to date and a positive 
step nearer a real red iris. Standards are just a shade lighter than 
the falls. The color is strikingly contrasted by a large white cen- 
ter and yellow signals. Of most excellent habits, the 7 inch flowers 
are borne high above the leaves on 41/2 to 5 foot stems. The 
combined height and strong color offer you a most conspicuous 
subject for any part of the garden. Semi-double and one of 
the first to bloom. 
OCEAN MIST 

53-5 (Catherine Parry X Hisakata) 7.50 
A most refreshing blue iris that we like better each year. Soft 
sky blue except for the margins which are shaded deeper hues of 
violet blue. Prominent white centers and spreading white styles 
tipped blue add charm and interest to this queenly flower. Good 
blue Japanese Iris are uncommon and we feel that Ocean Mist 
will prove to be a notable addition to the best collections for 
years to come. Large double 8 inch flowers on 3 foot stems. 
Midszason.

RUFFLED BROCADE 
53-9 (Margaret S. Hendrickson X Catherine Parry) 7.50 


Intensely ruffled with an extremely tufted center composed of 
several petaloids and colored in chameleon like fashion this in- 
triguing iris is most difficult to describe. The central portion 
is medium bluish violet marked by conspicuous yellow spears 
which in turn are further emphasized by dzep blue borders like 
halos. The outer portion becomes lighter in shades of lavender 
and orchid. The double 8 inch flowers possess superior substance 
withstand'ng all kinds of weather. Perfect 3 way branched stems 
each producing 6 to 8 flowers. Height 4 feet. Midseason. 


HOYDEN 
53-11 (Jeanette Parry X Karahashi) 7.50 


Always flashing and eye catching this true bicolor is like a beacon 
in the garden. Thousands of this type have bloomed for us but 
only rarely does one, such as Hoyden, appzar with pure white 
falls and solid colored standards. Our first introduction of this 
type presents an iris with clear white falls and erect incurving 
red purple standards. Truly a most striking garden subject that 
will bring a bit of gusto to your collection. Single 6 to 7 inch 
flowers on 4 foot stems. Midseason. 


COURT JESTER 
53-2 (Osamaru-miyo X Helene) 7.50 


We selected this splendid iris from hundreds of brilliantly veined 
seedlings in 1950. The color scheme is about midway between 
its parents but is sharper and brighter. A bizarre and striking 
flower that fairly glitters in the garden. Colors are comprised 
of a white ground veined deep blue with rich purple styles for 
contrast. Superior quality is attested by the clean color pattern, 
crisp flaring form and id2al three way branching. Fully double 
flowers that average 8”’ in diameter. Height 40’. Early to 
midseason. 


GREAT WHITE HERON 
53-7  (Koroho X Zama-no-mori) 10.00 


One of the very largest of all Japanese iris. A magnificent white 
iris that, with no coddling whatever, will produce 11 inch flowers 
year after year. We are certain that under ideal conditions blooms 
one foot in diameter may be expected! The mammoth semi- 
double flowers unfold atop tall 5 foot stems, resembling large 
white birds poised for flight. Little or no branching is completely 
overcome by the gigantic proportions of the blooms. Splendid 
foliage of graceful arching habit adds to the garden valu2 of 
this giant. Early to midseason. 


IMPERIAL VELVET 
53-8 (Oriole X Karahashi) 7.50 


Uniform purplish red flower that opens deep velvety red purple 
and gradually changes to a lighter tone near crimson or beet 
red. We selected this seedling not only for its rich color, but 
also for its unusually heavy substance and velvet like texture. 
The blooms endure the hottest July weather without flagging, a 
virtue lacking in many varieties. Of flaring form and opulent pro- 
portions the fully double 7 inch flowers are produced over a 
long season. Well branched 40 inch stems each bearing 4 to 5 
flowers. Midseason. 


TEMPLE MAIDEN 


53-6 (Mrs. J. A. Hayden X Iso-no-kamone) 7.50 
The rare delicate pastel shades, a prime feature of Japanese Iris, 
manifest refinement and tranquility not visible in any other type 
of Iris. We selected this seedling for its beautiful lavender tone 
with just the faintest suggestion of orchid pink. An absolute 
self even to the upright lavender styles.

For richness and intensity of color no others can hardly match 
these velvety purple selections. Deepest shades of plum, violet, 
pansy and royal purple into lighter shades of amaranth and 
amethyst are here. Most are selfs with complimentary lemon 
or orange yellow spears. Hisakata, which we have always 
consid2red about the finest dark Higo variety and Karahashi 
are in the lineage of most of this group. Any of these stand 
out and-contrast well with other colors.

PARSIFAL SERIES — White Selections Each 2.50 


Most visitors as well as ourselves agree that no other flower 
can excel the beauty and pure color of these big white Higo 
seedlings. Other irises including the bearded varieties cannot 
match their clarity and brilliancy of color. The reason is that 
these iris are absolutely white, not creamy, bluish or greenish 
white. As virtually all of our Higo crosses have yielded a per- 
centage of good pure whites, we now have a fair number of 
excellent seedlings of large size and amazing beauty supe- 
rior to all of our named varieties. We can assure you that any 
selections you receive from this group will add prestige to any 
iris collection. Like the Pinafore Series some of the single 
whites are of immense size yet graceful like white doves in 
flight. The doubles vary considerably in form. Some are prim 
and stiffly starched, others are extremely ruffled almost to 
the point of sheer abandon. Like the Rhinegold Series these 
also display to advantage with any other color in the garden. 


PINAFORE SERIES — Blu2 Selections Each 2.50 


Good blue Japanese iris are extremely scarce. Many of the 
so called blue varieties sold today actually present a lavender 
or purple garden effect. We have spent much extra effort to 
develop better blue seedlings and can confidently recommend 
these Higo selections. Campanula, cornflower and pz2riwinkle 
describe the lighter shades. The dark hues are near Wedgwood 
or navy blue. Like the Carmen Series some have white cen- 
ters. Many of the singles are of gigantic size actually meas- 
uring up to eleven inches across. 


RIGOLETTO SERIES — Veined-Marblid Selections Each 2.00 


This bizarre group is perhaps the most striking and interest- 
ing of all. Their flamboyant beauty rivals the exotic, though 
somewhat macabre colors, of their desert relatives, the fabu- 
lous oncocyclus iris. Variations in the color pattern are almost 
endless. Pure white grounds with blue, purple or red veins; 
reddish or bluish purple grounds with darker venation; or 
colored grounds striated white in varying degrees dominate 
this series. Quite different are the marbled types. The ground 
color instead of being penciled is marbled or splotched a 
darker color or white. Many, especially the veined sorts dis- 
play prominent yellow spears. Individual size averages slightly 
less than the other series but maximum height is attained here. 
Some specimens will grow to 6 feet under ideal conditions. 
Shimoyo, Ozamaru-miyo and Warai-hotei were crossed with 
Higo varieties to produce most of our best veined seedlings. 
Nishiki-gi, our finest marbled Higo variety is back of most of 
the marbled types. Our customers will be furnished with speci- 
mens of greatest brilliancy and sharpest color pattern. Some 
of our most striking selections will come out of this series.

BUTTERFLY SERIES — Bordercd and Stippled Selections

The most entrancing singles are in this group as the small 
white standards are usually trimmed reddish or bluish purple. 
The finest single stippled specimens possess charm and re- 
finement unmatched by the doubles.

In fact, if your 
water supply is unlimited select a location where you 
can flood the plants often and you will be rewarded 
with larger flowers. Any well rotted manure is the best 


banks of a stream or pond. They are successfully grown 
in most parts of the country and do especially well in 
the Atlantic and Pacific states and the southern borders 
of the Great Lakes. Plant so that the crowns are about 
2 inches below the ground surface. Do not expect typical 
flowers until the second year as they take more time to 


fertilizer. If your soil is alkaline, the addition of alumi- 
num sulphate, peat moss or oak leaf mold will produce 
the correct soil condition. If the leaves turn yellow, lime 
very likely is present and LIME is FATAL to these iris. 
Best planted in full sun except in warm sections of the 
country where afternoon shade will prove beneficial.

If you like to grow 
plants that will provide unusual and delightful material for indoor decoration then by all means try some of these iris.

UNUSUAL BEARDLESS IRIS 


The following list of uncommon species includes many lovely iris, some adapted for growing in shade under trees and some 
ideal for the rockery. Chrysographes, Delavayi and Paltec provide excellent material for the perennial border and are most 
impressive in large clumps. The crested species are among the most charming of all iris. Dainty Cristata and the large 
flowered Tectorum delight the most discriminating gardeners. The plum scented Graminea and the many color forms 
of Chrysofor are most fascinating. Your rock garden will benefit by the admission of such enchanting iris as ruthenica and 


the Oregon iris. Beauty often comes in the smallest parcels. 


CULTURE: All will thrive under ordinary garden conditions. Those in the Sibirica section including Chrysographes, De- 
lavayi, Forestii and Wilsonii are moisture lovers so must not be allowed to dry out during the summer months. Tris 
Hyacinthiana which is extremely hardy and the Stylosa varieties are quite drouth resistant and will thrive even in poor soil. 
However, the Stylosas are somewhat tender and require protections during zero temperatures.

REGELIA AND REGELIO-CYCLUS IRIS 


We offer this group separately because the cultural requirements differ from other iris. If you 


are looking for something different in bearded iris we are confident any in this list will delight 
you. These hybrids are the result of crosses between the regelia and oncocyclus species. All possess 


great beauty and attract all who see them. 


CULTURE: Iris in this group must be given a rest after bloom- 
ing. If you live in a locality with hot dry summers during which 
time the soil remains absolutely dry until the fall rains, these 
plants may be left undisturbed. Otherwise they may be lifted 
after the foliage withers, usually about July 1, and stored in a 
dry place until September when they should be replanted. As 
these plants make new growth during the winter months some 
protection is necessary in the coldest sections of the country.

1951. Tkere were 100 seeds, and these 
grew into about 99 plants, none of which 
was lost in transplanting. The past sum- 
mer, about 17 months from the time | 
planted the seeds, | had some of the most 
keautiful blooms | have ever seen. Only 
a few plants failed to bloom, and of those 
that bloomed only two or three were of 
poor quality. A'l the others were breath- 
taking in their size and coloring. Some 
singles showed up—not too many—many 
were double, and a few were triplets. 
Many were sort of tailored, with quite 
smooth petals and edges, others were 
waved, crimped or fluted. Colors ranged 
from as near pink as any iris yet grown, 
on through velvety reds to deep wines. 
Ther2 were sky blues, other blues on 
through to the blackest blue I’ve ever seen 
in a flower. Many blossoms were heavily 
veined, some were marbled, others were 
selfs, others were lightly krushed at the 
outer edges. Without spreading the petals, 
the smallest was all of five inches across, 
with the largest being nearly 10 inches.
